Sailing thence to Cbo Corſo ( where the Engliſh 
had a Fa&ory and where alſo on the other fide of the Water 
the Daves had a Fortcall'd Fredericksbergh,and having no in- 
tention of annoying the Da#ch, nor offering them the leaſt of- 
fence, nor ſo much as. gou aſhore on that fide that they 
were,but on the other ſide where the Dares were, and with 
whom the Emglſb were in a perfe& good underſtanding, and 
had a Free Trade, that the Dutch within the Fort of Cabo 
Cor{odid ſeverall times ſhoot athim, and very much endan- 
ger him 4 that hereupon ( andnot upon. the account of a 
.Orders from His Majeſty, which he denyes that he ever had) 
he call'd a Councell of War,where it was reſolved to a/tague 
the ſaid Fort. He faith further, that having ſeac for the Go- 
vernor of I#aſbaxg ( an Engliſh Factory ) to come to him to 
Cormantine,that being to paile by a place call'd Aga,the Dutch 
there ſhot at him and wounded ſeverall of his Company, 
Moreover that ſending a Drum with a Letter to Anne Mi- 
boe, a Garriſon of the D#tcb, that they. moſt inhumanly fell 
upon the Meſſenger under the Wall of their Caſtle, and con- 
trary to the Laws, - and Cuſtomes of moſt Barbarous Ene- 
mies, cut him, mangled him, and ſtrip him,leaving him dead 
upon the place. | 
. Concerning the ſecond, wiz.the 14 Article,they ſay Page 
the 33. The ſaid Envoy gives 4 Sence thereof according to his 
mode, but that the Article ſaith the quite contrary to that he pre- 
tends to infer, Whereas in truth he. barely repeated that clauſe 
of the ſaid Article, which ſaith that twelve months time all 
be given fer the doing of Juſtice upon any Complaint of any 
w_ done upon the Coaſt of Africa by Land or Sea, fince the 
concluſ1 of the laid Treaty,as wasthe buſineſs of CapeYerge, 
and what elſe complained ofagainſt Holms, without making an

by. farce and/iolencezbut in aFudiciaryway,the words thereof 
being, That twelve Months time ſhall ' rin a for the doing of 
Fuftice and giving of Satisfattion- and it follows immediately 
after inthe ſaid Article, 7n caſe the offendors agai#ft this Treaty...
